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WHEN INJUSTICE WAS DONE THE CATHOLIC 
INDIAN. 


For some years the Indians of the United States have 
been placed on Government Reserves and they are minis 
tered to spiritually mostly through boarding schools at the 
expense of religious organizations. 

During the first administration of President Grant 
41868-1872) these Reserves were parcelled out among dif- 
ferent religious denominations, and a great injustice was 
done to many Catholics among them, who were placed on 
Reserves where they could receive no Catholic attention. 

It must be remembered that Catholic missionaries had 
worked among the Indians long before they were so isolated 
and had converted a very large percentage of them to the 
Catholic Faith. The Catholic missionaries themselves were 
usually the Government’s intermediaries in quelling trouble 
among the Indian tribes. Records of the War Department 
and of the Interior Department are supplied with abundant 
evidence, from officers not Catholic, that where Catholic 
missionaries operated the Indians were peaceful. 

General Grant is not believed to have acted from a mo- 
tive of animosity when he placed large groups of Catholic 
Indians on Reserves which were to be under the spiritual 
charge of Protestant missionaries, but an injustice was done 
them nevertheless.
